School board meets with facilitator

The recently troubled 
Chinook's Edge School Board 
had their first meeting with a 
hired private facilitator, George 
Kupfer. The facilitator was 
hired a couple of months ago in 
an effort to sort out differences 
plaguing the board since the 
spring. 

Local trustee, Deb Cousins, 
who says she has felt extreme 
amounts of stress and conflict 
since the bickering started says 
she thinks the first meeting was 
a step in the right direction 
after getting over a few initial 
stumbling blocks of emotional 


nature. 

"Personally, I was not very 
positive on the onset of the 
meeting with George Kupfer as 
I felt the board had extreme 
philosophies in terms of its op¬ 
eration. However, I was per¬ 
sonally surprised by the degree 
to which the board members 
commonly felt the issues were," 
she said. 

The tension between board 
members has been on the rise 
due to issues like funding, staff¬ 
ing, and conduct. Superintend¬ 
ent Dr. Altha Neilson has taken 
sick leave and a number of other 
administrators have also moved 


on from Chinook's Edge in the 
past months. 

Cousins, who has taken some 
heat for her opposing points of 
view on school board issues said 
she was actually quite nervous 
before the meeting. 

"My expectation was that it 
was going to be confrontational 
and it wasn't. It was very posi¬ 
tive for me," she said. 

The meeting which included 
everyone on the board was very 
emotional according to Cous¬ 
ins. She added that although 
nothing was solved outright it 
was a chance to listen and to be 
heard. 


She said she hopes over the 
course of the facilitator meet¬ 
ings the board members will 
become less divisive as they 
have been in the past. She said 
she anticipates instead of hav¬ 
ing little groups butting heads 
it will become a more healthy 
nine individuals who work co¬ 
operatively as a team. 

"There was a concerted ef¬ 
fort to work together expressed 
by the board members to re¬ 
solve these issues sufficiently 
for the goal of improving its 
functionality."

County council was held in 
the County of Mountain View 
office in Didsbury on August 27 
at 10 a.m. 


The county councillors re¬ 
ceived the offer from the Town 
of Didsbury to be the municipal¬ 
ity responsible for the adminis¬ 
tration and financial support 
for the commencement of the 
nominating committee for the 
Establishment of a Regional 
Community Lottery Board. 

The offer was accepted by the 
county however, they had other 
concerns regarding the board 
that is being organized by the 
Alberta government to distrib¬ 
ute lottery funds within the re¬ 
gion. A couple of meetings ago 
the council was asked for their 
input about lottery board's 
guidelines and most councillors 
felt the input from them and 
other counties had been ignored. 

"I'm not sure we agreed with 
a whole lot of these (guidelines) 
at the end of the day... Why did 
they bother asking us in the 
first place for our input?" said 
Coun. Ian Harvie. The main 
concern in particular was that 
the board was to be between five 
and 11 members with a maxi¬ 
mum of two elected officials. 
The council felt either all or no 
elected officials would be more 
appropriate. Coun. Dave 
Derksen said, "If you have a 
committee with two elected offi¬ 
cials, you might as well not 
have any." 

After some discussion on their 
displeasure with the setup of 
the lottery boards Reeve James 
said, "I guess this is a done deal 
and we're going to have to live 
with it." Harvie nominated 
Reeve, Pat James and Coun. 
Linda Burrell (alternate) to sit 
on the nominating committee. 


more than 20 policy re-writes 
and revisions dealing with is¬ 
sues from female staffing to 
snowplowing. However, most 
councillors felt they did not have 
enough background and sug¬ 
gested any rewrites or revisions 
be held off until something like 
a half day workshop could be 
held to delve further into the 
backgrounds of the policies. The 
motion to accept the rewrites 
was tabled until "a more appro¬ 
priate time." 


A county resident sent a let¬ 
ter to the council explaining 
why he only planned to pay a 
portion of his taxes in protest 
for an assessment he felt was 
unfair. The resident, Gerald O 
Bakken said he will "militantly" 
withhold a portion of his taxes. 
The letter states he purpose¬ 
fully avoided the appeal process 
because that deals with only 
specific assessments, whether it 
is too high or too low, and not 
with the overall taxing method. 

Although Coun. Linda 
Burrell agreed that the new sys¬ 
tem is hard to swallow, she and 
the other councillors made the 
decision to hold Bakken respon¬ 
sible for the still unpaid portion 
of his taxes. Coun. Ian Harvie 
said that just because not every¬ 
one dully understands the tax 
system, "It's not for us to go out 
and hold everybody by the hand 
to educate them. Unfortunately 
he can't get forgiveness just be¬ 
cause he has a lesser under¬ 
standing of the system." 


County council is upset after 
receiving notice that the SH580 
project scheduled for this year 
has been cancelled and the prov¬ 
ince will not reimburse any main¬ 
tenance costs. Reeve Pat James 
said bitterly, "We did some pretty 
careful long term planning. We 
did our job... then all of a sud-

den bang’ it's gone. They ask us 
to do long range planning but 
what good does it do. Maybe we 
should ask them to do some 
careful long range planning. 
County comptroller/treasurer 
Harold Johnsrude said he will 
keep track of all maintenance 
costs and send the bill to Ed¬ 
monton even if it doesn't get 
paid. 


The county has been work¬ 
ing in cooperation with towns 
in the battle against the nox¬ 
ious weed, scentless chamomile. 

"Didsbury has been 100% co¬ 
operative," said agricultural spe¬ 
cialist Larry Rice. Coun. Harvie 
suggested the idea of spraying 
for weeds along the front of 
farmers property unless a spe¬ 
cial release form was signed. 
Most other councillors felt it 
was not a good idea to tamper 
with a private individual's prop¬ 
erty. Currently the county spray 
trucks stop spraying 100 me¬ 
tres on either side of a property. 


Coun. Harvie suggested some 
future consideration to the idea 
of not having new businesses in 
the county pay taxes for a cou¬ 
ple of years to allow them to 
establish. He felt this would be 
one way to encourage new busi¬ 
ness to come in Mountain View. 


Council agreed to pursue a 
temporary transfer station at the 
Water Valley landfill site. The 
site is soon to be at capacity. 


Comptroller/treasurer 
Harold Johnsrude warned coun¬ 
cillors the county will be in a 
deficit situation in the road 
maintenance department this 
year and something will have to 
be done to make up the short¬ 
fall. Councillors said it was too 
early to speculate what route 
would be taken.

A car accident north of Wa¬ 
ter Valley claimed the life a 
Water Valley woman. 

Louella Hopton, 33, lost con¬ 
trol of her Toyota 4-Runner on 
the highway and the vehicle went 
into the ditch and rolled. 

Hopton's 13 year old son was 
with her at the time of the 
accident. The boy was not seri¬ 
ously hurt in the accident and 
stood on the side of the road wav¬ 
ing down passing vehicles to help 
his mother who laid near by in 
the ditch after being thrown from 
the vehicle. 

Some passer-bys attempted 
to perform CPR on the woman 
to no avail. She died at the 


scene of unspecified injuries. 

"The damage was all to the 
driver's side of the vehicle and I 
assume that's why she was the 
most injured in the accident," 
said Cont. Myles Peckham who 
attended the scene. 

At this point it is only specu¬ 
lation what may have caused 
Hopton to lose control of her ve¬ 
hicle. Peckham said in inter¬ 
views with the son it appears she 
riiay have been distracted, hit 
the shoulder of the road and over¬ 
corrected. 

It is not known if either the 
boy or his mother were wearing 
seatbelts at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. RCMP are continuing 
their investigation.

Cousins said focusing on the 


majority of positive responses 
throughout the survey is im¬ 
portant. She believes any 
negative response numbers 
need to be further analysed 
and if there are deep rooted 
problems they should be 
worked on to turn the num¬ 
bers around for next year's 
survey. She did however, feel 
some specific concern. 

"I would perceive the main 
area of concern to be the low 
satisfaction rate with the 
school councils." The rate of 
satisfaction with the school 
council was 54.1% at Dids¬ 
bury High School, 47.7% at 
Westglen and 44.9% at Ross 
Ford. 

Cousins went on to say, 
"From comments from par¬ 
ents throughout the division, 
I think that this is a task for 
both administrators and the 
board to ensure that school 
councils do, in fact, have a 
meaningful role and sincere 
input into matters affecting 
the education of their chil¬ 
dren."

In fact, it was only a source of 
great pride to me, as I attended 
the Denver Summit earlier this 
summer, that Canada is the only 
G-7 nation to have come to terms 
with the sustainability of its sen¬ 
iors programs.

Wheat Board monopoly has to be broken 


Dear Editor, 

I am a 36 year old farmer from 
southwest Saskatchewan. In July 
I sold two loads of my own wheat 
rather than let the federal gov¬ 
ernment take it, and conse¬ 
quently, I spent five days in jail. 
I have retained the services of 
Art Stacey of Thompson, 
Dorfman, Sweatman, the largest 
and one of the most respected 
law firms in Winnipeg to defend 
me on charges of exporting with¬ 
out a Wheat Board license. 

I have filed a Notice of Consti¬ 
tutional Question with the court 
which means that the central is¬ 
sue of the trial will be property 
rights. Western farmers cannot 
sell their grain, a fundamental 
right of ownership. They must 
instead submit it to expropria¬ 
tion by Ottawa. Will the court 
uphold a farmer's inherent right 
to own the grain that he grows? 
If farmers owned their grain, then 
they would have the right to sell 
it where they choose. 

I have been convinced that 
hiring a good lawyer is the right 
thing to do. The justice system, 
unfortunately, has less to do with 
justice than with procedure and 
politics. We are right, yes, but I 


think that it is naive to think 
that justice will come without 
the best understanding of the 
judicial process and the best com¬ 
munication of our arguments. 

This issue deserves to be 
fought with the best resources 
available. The Crown has already 
told my lawyer that they have an 
unlimited budget to protect the 
Boards' monopoly, which, be¬ 
cause it has been entrenched for 
55 years, won’t be broken easily. 
However, I am confident that Mr. 
Stacey and his firm will be able to 
do an excellent job of presenting 
my case. 

This issue is bigger than any 
of us first thought. It is not just 
about grain, it is about the pro¬ 
tection of property rights for all 
Canadians. This case will be 
fought on the inherent right of 
Canadians to win and dispose of 
their own property, without the 
fear of arbitrary expropriation 
by the federal government. If we 
lose, it will have dire conse¬ 
quences for every Canadian. But, 
if we win, this case should serve 
as a precedent and as protection 
for every Canadian's rights in 
the future.

Mayan mothers 
would hang beads in front of 
their children's eyes to make 
them permanently cross -eyed 
and consequently, more 
beautiful Needless to say, 
tastes have changed 
significantly since then 
Modem parents are concerned 
about correcting this condition, 
not inflicting it 

What does it mean to be 
"cross-eyed"‘. , To begin with, 
the technical term is strabismus, 
and it applies to all 
abnormalities in coordination of 
the movements of the two eyes, 
not only those which are 
deviated inward (convergent). It 


can assume many forms: one 
eye turned up or down, in or 
out. a combination of the two 
It may be constant or 
occasional But even if your 
child only exhibits this 
symptom rarely, it is unwise to 
ignore it because it might lead 
to amblyopia (lazy eye) where 
early detection is crucial for 
successful treatment

I don't have a clothes line. I haven't had one for a 
long, long time, ten years maybe. I feel just the 
smallest twinge of guilt about this because I know a 
clothesline is a great energy saver and because my 
Mom loved putting clothes on the line and because my 
grown up children still claim to miss the wonderful 
sunshine and ozone scent that clung to the sheets of 
their childhood. Well, I promise to conserve energy in 
other ways, sorry Mom this is one tradition I am not 
going to uphold and as for my children's scented sheet 
memories, I guess they will have to get their own 
clotheslines. 

When we moved to the farm we bought a very nice 
electric wringer washer. Once a week I hauled the 
wash machine out to the kitchen, sorted laundry, set 
up rinse tubs and filled everything with a hose from 
the sink. It was a nice, neat, efficient washer and it 
was equipped with a pump, so it emptied easily. I liked 
by wash machine and I didn't mind washing baby 
clothes by hand on the days that I didn't use it. There 
had to be some nice sunny days when my clean clothes 
whipped merrily in the freshening breeze but I don't 
remember them. I remember the days when it rained 
or snowed and froze and the days when I had a million 
other things to do and it got dark and I was out there 
in the pitchblackness trying to remove broken 
clothespins from twisted underwear without ripping 
any holes. Meanwhile the potatoes were boiling over 
and the baby was probably climbing the Rubber Tree 
or flushing Tonka Toys down the toilet. 

I remember diapers dripping from the wooden rack, 
frozen shirts standing stiffly on chairs, towels and 
dishtowels hanging from every horizontal surface 
and sheets? I don't remember how we dried sheets in 
the winter I must have blocked it from my mind. Just 
kept turning them on the wooden rack I suppose. Line 
dried blue jeans are stiff as a board. Towels dried on 
a calm day are rough and coarse. Spiders, wasps and 
aphids are attracted to clothes on a line. They like the 
moisture and aphids especially love anything yellow. 
Try shaking the aphids out of a nice fluffy yellow 
blanket if you want an exercise in frustration. 

One summer, washday, night Ralph and I had just 
gone to bed when I sat up in some alarm and said, "there 
is one of those big dopey flies in this room, I can hear it.” 

"I don't hear anything," Ralph said. "Go to sleep and 
ignore it." I lay down but I could certainly hear 
buzzing and it was loud , persistent and close. "You 
will have to do something," I said, "I can't sleep with 
that thing in here." In some exasperation Ralph threw 
back the bedclothes and prepared to get up and look 
for the fly. He froze in mid-move. Walking up the front 
of his nightshirt, wings beating frantically and with 
a buzz not unlike a chainsaw, was the biggest, angri¬ 
est, bumblebee we had ever seen. Caught in the line 
dried sheet of course and inadvertently put to bed in 
our room. 

My friend Martha ran out in the face of a pending 
storm and snatched clothes off the line. While she was 
folding her nightie she discovered a bat clinging to the 
lace bodice. It was probably a vampire bat and it knew 
where there is a lace bodice there is also a bare neck. 

We didn't rush out and cut down the clothesline on 
the day we got the drier. It stayed there for several 
years becoming a little droopier with the passing of 
time and once in a while someone hung out sheets or 
rugs or coveralls. We took it down when we built the 
new house and we just didn't ever put it back. Once in 
a while on a perfect drying day I think it would be nice 
to put out some sheets but then I remind myself of 
bats, bumblebees and owl poop and I have no trouble 
suppressing the inclination. 

Last week I was reading in the living room when a 
sudden rumble of thunder and a few drops of rain on 
the deck caught my attention. For one split second I 
was prepared to run and get the clothes off the line. 
Instead I walked calmly to the utility room and gave 
my dryer an affectionate pat. So the sheets don't smell 
of sunlight and clover. There are no bumblebees in 
them either.

Oatmeal Chocolate Chip cookies are a favorite of mine, since I love chocolate and the 
oatmeal gives them a healthy tone ! Toasting the oatmeal first gives the cookies crunch, 
but if you like yours softer, skip that part. 


Toasty Oatmeal Chocolate Chip Cookies 


3/4 c. margarine, low-fat 

1 c. regular oatmeal 

2 c. flour 

1 tsp. cinnamon 
1/4 tsp. salt 


1/2 tsp. baking soda 
1 c. brown sugar 
1 egg 

1 tsp. vanilla 
1 1/2 c. chocolate chips 


1. Preheat oven to 350F. 

2. Melt margarine in the microwave and mix in oatmeal. Heat in the microwave 
30 sec. at a time, until golden. ( about 2 min. ) Stir after each 30 sec. Cool. 

3. Blend egg, sugar, and vanilla; beat until smooth and light. 

4. Sift flour with cinnamon, salt and soda; add to egg mixture, along with the 
oatmeal. 

5. Add the chocolate chips and drop by teaspoonfuls onto a baking sheet prepped 
with canola spray. 

6. Bake for 8-10 min., until golden.

The word 'expansion' has both 
positive and negative connota¬ 
tions for Elaine Welland, owner 
and operator of Western Sky 
Tack and Feed near Carstairs. 

Welland expanded her rap¬ 
idly growing business in the 
spring 1996. At the time she 
was unaware only a few short 
weeks later the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment would start their Hwy. 
2A expansion and obstruct the 
entrance to her home-based 
business. When she discovered 
the obstacle that would soon 
arise, she took it in stride as¬ 
suming the construction crews 
would soon be out of the way 
and business would resume as 
usual. 

To her frustration, not only 
did construction continue to 
block her access for most of last 
year, but the crews were back 
again this year digging holes 
and blocking roads. 

Continued blockages have 
started to hurt her pocket book. 
And, she says, even when the 
road isn't blocked, it's frighten¬ 
ing for her customers to drive 
because it is in such poor condi¬ 
tion. 

"The government is supposed 
to be promoting small business 
and these guys are putting me 
under,” says Welland. "I'm very 
frustrated. 

Western Sky Tack and Feed 
is not only in the business of 
tack and feed, but Welland's 
store also carries books (both 
by local authors and others), 
jewellery, clothing, and other 
western paraphernalia. 

All of that stuff and she says 
she hasn't pulled in any income 
in more than a year thanks to 
her customers inability to get 
to the store over the torn up 
road. She has kept a daily jour¬ 
nal of disruptions and estimates 
that before the 2A construction 
started about 40 customers 
would walk through her doors. 
These days she says it may be as 
little as two or none. 

Welland who says she is usu-

material, through water, or from 
the consumption of food not prop¬ 
erly cleaned. 

Symptoms of the disease are 
diarrhea and intestinal cramps. 
'We do know its prevalence in 
calves is extremely high. In a sur¬ 
vey across Canada the infection 
was found to be anywhere from 25 
to90%." 

Royan explains fecal intake re¬ 
sults when certain young animals 
eat manure from their mother in 
order to colonize their digestive 
tract with beneficial bacteria and 
from grazing and confined ani¬ 
mals eating grass contaminated 
with manure. Fecal transmission 


is relatively prevalent in humans, 
especially in day care centres 
where children are in close con¬ 
tact. 

Probably the mqjor epidemics 
of "Beaver Fever" are caused by 
water. This usually occurs when 
sewage effluent gets into water 
supply or a water treatment plant 
breaks down, says Royan. 

Research at the University of 
Calgary could produce beneficial 
results for Canadian livestock 
producers. Benzimidazoles, a fam¬ 
ily of compounds approved for 
use in food producing animals, is 
being tested for its effectiveness 
in combating the disease. 


ally a calm person has reached 
her limit more than a few times. 
For example a while ago, 
Welland needed to go to the 
store to get some milk for her 
kids. When she got to the end of 
her driveway which accesses 
both her home and business she 
found the construction crews 
had dug a trench that made it 
impossible for her to cross. 

Welland has been put into 
contact with Kent Leishman 
who represents the Department 
of Transportation in Edmon¬ 
ton. Leisbman, acting as a liai¬ 
son, has come to the site to 
attempt to smooth the situa¬ 
tion out, but the road closed 
sign or dangerous conditions 
still appear more often than 
not. 

Leishman when asked about 
the situation and possible com¬ 
pensation for the loss of busi¬ 
ness said, "I'm not sure what we 
can do for her. At this time, I 
have no vehicle of making com¬ 
pensation for the Wellands." 

He adds that this is a unique 
situation and there is no set 
protocol for dealing with a busi¬ 
ness that has been as adversely 
affected as he admits Western 
Sky Tack and Feed has. He 
says because of the rarity of the 
situation he is working with 
his supervisors to see what can 
be done in terms of compensa¬ 
tion. 

Some drastic measures 
were taken in an attempt to 
improve business and to stay 
afloat. She has reduced the 
cost of her high price point 
Wrangler Jeans to almost cost. 

"I've been at the point 
where I've been doing home 
deliveries just to keep us 
alive," she says. 

She is pleased to find out 
that Tas Kollias, construction 
manager of the project says 
the construction in front of 
her business will be com¬ 
pleted shortly and the whole 
section of road will be done 
this year. 

Leishman says, "I'm hoping

her business can prosper af¬ 
ter this year." 

Welland says this has all 
taken an extreme toll on her 
and her financial prospects. 

"It's going to take us two 
years, at least, to recover what 
we've lost." 

On the positive side, 
Welland says her fence is 
painted and she has a great 
suntan because she has noth¬ 
ing else to do when nobody is 
able to come to her store. 

The roads are open some¬ 
times and she encourages any¬ 
one who would like to come 
through to shop to call her in 
advance at 337-3007 and she 
will advise the condition of 
the road or arrange something 
suitable. 

"We do have some very good 
die-hard customers who have 
extreme patience and I thank 
them so much for supporting 
us," says Welland.

Medicinal plants or 
phytomedicines are another ex¬ 
ample of alternative crops being 
looked into for the Prairies. 
Phytomedicines or preparations 
derived plants or plant parts such 
as the leaf, root, fruit and flower 
are big business in the health 
market and consumer demand is 
still growing. In Europe, the 
phytomedicine industry is esti¬ 
mated to have 8 billion dollars in 
annual sales. In the U.S., this 
number is somewhat less at an 
estimated 3.2 billion dollars in 
sales annually, but North Ameri¬ 
cans have only just caught on to 
the idea of using plant prepara¬ 
tions for health. 

Echinacea (pronounced Ek-1- 
nay-see-a) or purple cone flower 
makes up approximately 9% of 
the herb product market in the 
U.S. It was the most widely pre¬ 
scribed drug in the United States 
prior to the discovery of antibiot¬ 
ics. The interest in Echinacea as 
a phytomedicine is in its ability 
to stimulate or enhance the body’s 
immune system. Echinacea is used 
primarily for cold or flu preven¬ 
tion, as well as, mild infections. 


Echinacea, a genus of the as¬ 
ter family, has nine different spe¬ 
cies all native to North America. 
Of the nine species, Echinacea 
Angustifolia, is the most com¬ 
monly used. Up until recently, 
Echinacea was wild crafted 
(picked from the wild), however, 
the increasing consumer demand 
has resulted in large scale culti¬ 
vation. Trout Lake Farms in 
Washington is said to be one of 
the largest producers in North 
America with 1500-2000 acres. 
Currently, there is limited com¬ 
mercial production in Western 
Canada. 

Echinacea species can be iden¬ 
tified by the bristly raised cone 
found in the centre of the flower 
and drooping petals. The color of 
the flower ranges from purple to 
rose to white and even bright 
yellow. The height of the plant 
can be anywhere from 12 inches 
to 60 inches dependent on the 
species. 

As for production, transplant- 
ingseedlingsfrom the greenhouse 
to the field has been found more 
successful than seeding directly 
into the field. Echinacea is known

for poor germination. Both strati¬ 
fication and scarification of the 
seed enhance germination. 

The soil required for echinacea 
production is well drained, non¬ 
saline, with a pH of 6.0 to 7.0. 
Loams and sandy loams are pre¬ 
ferred to produce well formed roots. 

Roots are the primary source 
of the active ingredient, 
echinacoside. The roots are har¬ 
vested in three to four years. 
Four year old dried root yields, 
have ranged from 1,000 to 1,200 
pounds per acre. 

As for marketing, 
echinacea growers should 
establish a contract with the 
buyer prior to any plantings. 
In 1995, prices estimates 
ranged from $7 to $13 per 
pound, however, those con¬ 
sidering this crop should do 
their own research. The con¬ 
tract should outline the spe¬ 
cies, amounts, processing, 
delivery and price.

Advanced Education and Ca¬ 
reer Development has released 
the terms and conditions of its 
$105 million investment ($35 
million over the next three 
years) for facilities renewal and 
upgrading projects at Alberta's 
universities, public colleges and 
technical institutes. The details, 
first mentioned in the depart¬ 
ment's most recent business 
plan, were announced by Clint 
Dunford, Minister of Advanced 
Education and Career Develop¬ 
ment. 

Fifty million dollars of the 
total will be allocated to all pub¬ 
lic, board governed institutions 
on the basis of a recent system- 
wide survey of infrastructure 
renewal needs. A total of $20 
million will be allocated on the 
basis in 1997-98, $15 million in 
1998-99, and $15 million in 1999- 
2000. The remaining $55 mil¬ 
lion will be allocated to projects 
according to institutional and 
system priorities on the basis of 
application submitted to the de¬ 
partment. 

Olds College will receive 
$264,183 as part of the pro¬ 
gram. 

This new funding comes from 


the Infrastructure Renewal En¬ 
velope and augments the $23 
million over three years an¬ 
nounced in 1996 to assist post¬ 
secondary institutions to mod¬ 
ernize and update equipment 
used to enhance student learn¬ 
ing. For projects supported with 
the new funding, the six large 
urban institutions will be re¬ 
quired to contribute an amount 
from non government sources 
equivalent to at least 40% of 
total project costs. Calgary area 
institutions in this category are 
the University of Calgary, the 
Southern Alberta Institute of 
Technology and Mount Royal 
College. Edmonton area institu¬ 
tions include the University of 
Alberta, the Northern Institute 
of Technology and Grant 
MacEwan Community College. 
All other institutions will be re¬ 
quired to contribute an amount 
equivalent to at least 20% of total 
costs for such projects. 

Due to an urgent need, the 
first project approved for fund¬ 
ing is the replacement of the "N" 
Building at Medicine Hat Col¬ 
lege. This $3.2 million project 
will receive a total of $2.5 mil¬ 
lion.
